WHY "A. 0. E." SHOULD HOT 

"EE8IGN." 



Our inconsistent morning coEtem- 
porary, in an article dated the 23rd of 
June, 1877, after dilating on the pro- 
gress and prospects of British Colum- 
bia during tbie Walkem Administration 
asserted that 

*• TTAcw Mr. Elliott came into power there 
was a great future to look forward to with 
satisfaction. The credit of the cotf.nlry was 
good. TJiere were useful public works being 
carried on, p-ovidivg xcork fa.- all who need- 
ed it. Trade in consegncnce was good and 
the general prospertty made everybody con- 
tented. The Island Railway is gone. The 
Dry Dock is gone. No public works are 
going on. The public debt is largely in- 
creased, and worse than all there is no imme - 
diate prospect of a change for the better 
taking place." 

Ignoring the altered vie-ws of our 
contemporary to-day, it is only just 
even to that jourDal, -which seoms to 
be entirely ignorant of cause and 
effecfc, to point out that since the Elli- 
ott GoTernment ossumed power there 
have been marked changes in the social 
and political condition of most of the 
leading countries in the world. Eus- 
sia and Turkey bavo been at war, and 
most of civilized Europe has been in a 
constant state of fermentation. Capi- 
tal has been withdrawn from its legit- 
imate channels to satisfy either the 
demands of war or to provide in case 
of war. The election of President in 
the United States and the near ap- 
proach to another civil war, whicii has 
been happily averted; last and not 
least the deplorable condition of* the 
labor market and its tendency to com- 
munism: — all have tended to destroy 
public confidence and cause a strin- 
gency in the money market which the 
"Standard" does not appear to under- 
stand, and those who do not see 
through its designs without this knowl- 
edge would probably unite in hold- 
ing Mr. Elliott responsible for what is 
entirely beyond hie control. Still in 
blissful ignorance of these sad oocur- 
fances, the "Standard," in its issue of 
the 16th of October last, holds the 
■ Elliott Ministry responsible for the 
non-commencement of the railway and 
Adds, 

''These delays canld never have oo- 
onrred but for the connivance of Elliott 
&, Co., and to them alone is due the dull 
state of trade and general finanoiol depres- 
sion tbrougbont tie Province." 

The glaring inconsistency of this is 
ably refuted by the "Standard" itself 
n the 22nd August, 1877, nearly two 
months prior to. the above reckless as- 
sertion, wherein it states that a reduc- 
tion of $78,061 had been made on the 
imports of produce and cattle, and 
remarks; 

"This incbeeriag and encourages us to 
hope that as years roll on, and the various 
indoBtries for which this Province is suit- 
ed become established and developed, our 
tables of imports and exports nin,y make n 
bettor show than they have done last year." 

We leave this contrast to the un- 
prejudiced comment of the community. 
Again, as late as the 3rd of November, 
1877, there appeared in the same paper 
in large type the ominous words "Good 
bye to the Eailway. Tke Loudon 
'Times' on the Undertaking/'' which 
was inserted solely because it bore out 
the ill-concealed wishet of the "Stand- 
ard," which are exemplified by a most 
wonderful inconsistency for probity 
and truth, as evinced by the following 
which appeared in that unhappy jour- 
nal on the 27th of December, 1877, 
under the peculiar beading of "Bail- 
way Speculations." After commenting 
on the past (not its past utterances) it 
thus summarizes its views; 

"The names of ihosc ir?to believe that the 
railway will never be commenced is Legion/ ! 
We are however not of that number, but we 
are amony those who have an unfaltering 
belief in its early lommencement and speedy 
complelion. The uncertain question, how- 
ever, it u'l/clher it will be commenced 
next summei or at Kome tinio inoro roujote 
After passing in rcviow all the circuin- 
tifcuces in counection with tlio railway 
question we cannot but conclude that the 
probabilities are that the railway will be com- 
menced next year. The Government, the 
Legishituro nnd the peoplo generally oon- 
sonted to a year's delay in the work of 
construction, * * * • hence we can 
not compluin because there was no cou 
Btruotion in 1877." 

After reading the foregoing the 
question naturally arises. Why should 
Mr. Elliott resign ? He has not been 
the cause of outside disturbing influ- 
ences. The railway question has not 
been postponed through his conni 
vance. There was an increase in ex 
porta and a diminution in imports, and 
in spite of the most virulent opposition 
of the "Standard" as ovidenced by a 
leading article on the 7lh of Juno, 
1877, which wo will quote hereafter, 
the government of to-day have boeu 
the primary cause of quartz develop- 
ment and have opened up a future for 
this young country which may far ex 
ceed the expectations of its warmest 
supporters. That the "Standard" 
should seek to correct its former mis- 
takes is not to be wondered ut since 
experiments have justified the govern- 
ment policy; but we deem it our duty 
as an honest and consistent advocate 
of a measure calculated to do much 
^ood to prove how unworthy such a 
journal is to merit public support, by 
directing attention. to its stricturcis on 
the Government Quartz Mining policy 
which appeared in the "Standard" on 
, the 5th of July, 1877, abkiug, 

"By irhnt aut/iorily or for inhdt reasons 
have tlie Government engaged the sereites qf 
a Mining Engineer wc are not informed, 
eaceptit be to report on the value of mines 
oumed by members of the Qovm-iwient and 
their frimda, and why they should also 



have lent out of the Province for a mining 
engineer of Mr. Harper's professional 
standing we can't understand." 

That the Elliott Ministry have succeed- 
ed at all in the face of such vituperous 
opposition ia a matter of congratulation; 
but that the Standard . should now hove 
the effrontery to applaud a policy which 
it persistently opposed and at the same 
time call upon Mr. Elliott to resign, after 
admitting that all its former assertions 
mete false — is an act so inconsistent and 
yet so in keeping with all its former con- 
dnct that no credence can be given in the 
future to its ravings, and no opposition 
l)arty will consider its destinies safo in 
its keeping without being charged with im- 
prudence— a mild expression for insanity. 
All that could bs done witti limilod moans 
has been done. No measure has aririoa of 
grave importanoe to the public but has 
mot with the^'^eatest ;oonaideration and 
support, and in order to prove this more 
efTeotually we quote from- the dying 
declaration of the Statufai-d of the Slat 
Deo. last, wherein it statoa: 

"If in the affairs of British Columbia 
no great change has taken place there ia 
every reason to beliovo that a 'fair 
amount of solid progress has been made, and 
there t.i good progress In store for the future. 
The quartz ledges of Cariboo have been, 
opened and afford every indication that they 
will justify ilie high expectations that have 
been entertained qf them. The occupation 
of land by a very desirable class of immi 
grants has gone steadily on. 
The diecontiunance of the greater part ol 
the snrvoys that bad been carried 'on in 
former years damped to some degree the 
trade of Victoria; but the loss of business 
thus occasioned has, wo suspect, been 
made good in a grant measure by the in 
crease of our agricultural and mining 
population. Wo do not oonnidor that 
there in any oanse to be disBatufledvyith 
the evsnta that have taken plaoe in the 
current year, and think that the prospects 
afforded by that which is about to com- 
mence are in the highest degree favor 
able." 

Should there be any of the so-called 
Opposition who, after refleotiog calmly 
on the oonduofc of i;he Elliott Ministry as 
described by the Standard, still permit 
themselves to be misled by false asser 
tions and unjust accusations, simply to 
get the Government replaced by men 
who have opposed one of the best meas- 
ures ever introduced for the country's 
good, we commend them to the dying 
testimony of the Standard, which declares 
that in spite of its opposition and dire 
prognostication* the coantry is prosper 
ous; quartz mining policy a success, and 
the railway will be commenced next year. 
Is there a man in the country but 
will be content to let well alone, and 
give the Elliott Ministry his unqualified 
support? 

THE EASIEBN aUESTION. 

Operatrohs offensive and defensive are 
chiefly oonfined to outpost encounters 
The Russians aeem to be slowly and sure- 
ly oonsummating the object of the cam- 
paign by securing all the strategetio posi 
tions north of the Balkans aa well as in 
Asia Minor, whilst the Turks by gradually 
withdrawing thoir forces to more concen- 
trated points, appear to be preparing for 
a yet bloodier struggle south of the Bal 
kan Eange. The peace parfy in England 
are gradually gaining strength throughout 
the country, and the Ministry are said to 
have desartsd the Eurl of Beaoonsfiald in 
his wttilike intentions, leaving him to fight 
Russia single-handed. From the pacific 
attitude of tbe British Ministry as well us 
the growing desire in favor of neutrality, 
it louy bo inferred that Russia has given 
satisfactory assurances in regard to her 
intentions, which are entertained by the 
Home Ministry and instinctively believed 
by the people. Heavy snow storms and 
severe frost on the summit of the Balkan 
mountains render the pansage of an army 
impracticable for the present. Egypt is 
furnishing fresh contingents, and l^ranco 
is at last roused to ioquife as to tbe Brit 
ish intentions regaroing that country 
The King of Italy is seriously ill; and, 
more than the Holy Father may ex- 
claim, "What will happen if the Vatican 
and the Qiiirinal both become vacant " 
The Kingilom of Greece ii arming with 
a view of resto. iug its former glory; and, 
in the meantime, preliminaries for estab- 
lishing an armistice are being entered 
into which for the time being dispel the 
horrors of a general war. 

POLITICAL EaUILIBRIITM. 



The keynote of the approaching oesBion 
has been sounded. It ia a rodistriCution 
of legislative seats so as to socnro as 
nearly as possible representation by po 
pulation. The existing oloctorul iiuos 
must bo altered and an eaU put to the 
extraordinary anomaly of allowing dis 
triots having but 20 or 30 votes to return as 
many inemhers as districts having -100 and 
• 500. The political equilibrium of the couu 
try is diBturbud by the oxistenco of ho 
mouKtrouH an absurdity. The electoral 
lines must bo readjusted. It will not do 
to longsr deny Gasaiar a represen- 
tative; to withhold from Nanaimo a second 
member; or to refuse to recognize the 
claims of the growing district of Now 
Westminster or tho great utockraising dis- 
trict east of tho Cusi.'ades to increased re- 
prefcntatiou. Not only must tho linos 
be readjusted, but there should be an ia- 
oreaaed in the number of memberu in tho 
House by atleaattwo. Tho Government, 
who have so zealously and snccesafully 
guarded the rights of tho Province for tho 
past two years, have a working majoritj-, 
and they owe jt to the country to intro- 
duce a Bill of tho kind ;whil8t every mem- 
ber who sits in the House to represent a 
district whose political rights aro impor- 
ill6d— we might almost say destroyed— by 
the present arrangement (dorangoment ?) 
of the electoral districts, owes it "to his 
ooDstituonts to asaiat in the passage of so 
good a measure.

Child Desertion. 

An inmiost was held yesterday before 
Hon. A. F. Pomberton on the body of a 
female infunt found dead in a lot on John- 
son Btroefc, The following jury were 
sworn in: Henry .W. .Sheppard (fore- 
man) F.S, HuBsoy, Edfus Horth, 0. Pag- 
den, J. Sayyor, and K. McOue. 

J. B. Matthews, on oath, s.iid that ho 
■was a member of tho Royal Colloge of 
Surgeons; went with Sergoiiut ijloomtield 
on Monday last to the back of house on 
Johnson street; saw a female infaut lying 
on tbo gt ound under some currant bushes 
■with a tin pot of some sort covering her. 
On Tuesday morning made a post'taortom 
examination and found that tbo child had 
never breathed tho atmosphorio air, or 
Mi'oath of lite, by having removed tbo 
lungs thoy sank in water, which thoy 
would not have done if there had been 
any air in them; that is the neual medical 
test. The child appeared to have been a 
full grown nine months child. 

To Sergeant Bloomtield — There was a 
mark of sailing upon the child by matter 
called unconium, contained in a obild 
when born. The child had not been lying 
■when he saw it more than three days, por- 
liaps not one day; there were no marks of 
Tiolenoe upon the body; the logs were 
nearly straight; but one arm was u little 
raised; did not think any conclusion cau 
be drawn from tho position; tho child ap- 
peared healthy until the birth. 

Horatio Oarlow said ho n-as looking af- 
ter a house on Johnson ^t^oet on Monday 
last; saw bills posted and walked in to 
look at the accommodations; passed along 
into the back yard and tho first thing that 
■eaught hisoye was a child with CTinant 
'bushes bent a little over it; gave iiiforma 
tion to the police. There -was a little hu- 
man excremen' on the child's baud and 
some on the buBbes; bad seen tho child at 
the polioo barracks; from all appearances 
thonght the child was alive when put un- 
der the bushes. 

To the Jury — ;The child was about six 
feet from the fenco and probably 25 or 30 
feet distant from the house. 

To Sergeant Bloomiiold— Did not think 
the child could have been thrown over 
the fence; did not observe any footmarks; 
the yard is closed in by a fence; the front 
doors and window.^ pf the honso wero op- 
en. 

C. P. Bloomfield being Bworn paid, that 
on Monday last he accompanied H. Car- 
low to a vacant bouse on Johnson atreet 
about 11 o'clock a.m. At the rear of the 
Loose saw the body of a female child ly- 
ing under a' few branches of a cnrrant 
bash; it was naked and perfectly cold; 
saw that the noval of the child had been 
bleeding quite freely; covered the body 
with an old tin and took Dr. Matthews to 

•\mine it on tho spot. Afterwards re- 
moved the child to the barracks; was of 
opinioD that the child was alive when first 
pat in the yard. 

The Jury after a few minutes delibera- 
iion returned a verdici; of found dead. 

The coroner hoped that the police 
irould endeaTortoifind oot^to.-. whom the

"In the commencement mix together a 
quarter of the fluid extract of lobelia and 
throe quarters of an ounce of tho syrup 
of ipoeaeiinnna and give one teaBjjoonful 
every half )»onr until it vomitH. Prepare 
a foot bath wf mustard or salt and water, 
and opply friction to tho feet and logs. 
If the feet' and legs are kept cold for bix 
honra, in a severe case, tho throat diseano 
will have advanced beyond the reach of 
tnedioino. If the tongue is covered with 
o pasty coat, and lips and mouth palo; 
then mix a half ounce of sulphate of soda 
with four ounces of simple syrup, and 
give one teaspoonful every hour; bnt if 
the lips and mouth are red, then mix one 
quarter of an ounce of chlorate of potassa 
in BIX ounces of sweetened water and give 
one teaspoonful every hour. When thero 
is ditllcult swallowing, instead of tho 
liqaid, mix chlorate of potassa with gum- 
arabic and sugar, finely pulverized, and 
give five grains of the chlorate of potassa 
in each powder every hour, by putting it 
on the tongue dry, and the child will 
slowly s wallow it."

Marine Accident. 



Early yesterday morning the quiet town 
of Esquimalt was aroused by .the news 
that a barque was ashorejieae^itiie light- 
house, As soon as it became 'known H. 
M. S. Opal senta body of men to render 
assistance. The Beaver was also dispatch- 
ed to the scene of the disaster, but re- 
turned on aacertainiug that no help could 
be given until tho wind moderated. On 
inquiring we find that the barque is the 
Lady Lampscn, commanded by Captain 
Qaudin, consigned to tho H. B, Co., 122 
days from London, making an exception- 
ally quick passage. The barque struck 
what is supposed to be tbo Boragg Rocks 
at about 3:30 a. m. yesterday morning, af 
terwarda backed oll'ar.d authored iu sevun 
fathoms of water, but the captain finding 
that she was filling slipped anchor and 
beached her near tho lighthouse almost at 
the entrance to the lagoon. There were 
three paasongera on board, viz; Ernest 
and Donald Poarse and Muster Innes, 
who wero lauded safely. The extent 
of the damage sustained by the 
barque is unknown, but wo believe 
the cargo is irreparably injured. 
The disaster is to be deeply regretted and 
we trust now that tbe barm is done the 
Government will erect a beacon on the 
rooka bo as to avoid a similar catnstropbo. 
Tho Locksloy Hull, from ISau I''raucisco, 
consigned to Welch, lUthet & Co., is 
anchored iu close proximity to the shore. 
The ship Two Brothers and borque 
Ocean Gom are also anchored at the en- 
trance to the harbor. As the dtift-sand is 
sure to bank up the lee side of the Lady 
Lampsou no immediate danger is feared. 

ADDIHONATi. 

Whou Captain Gaudin found that his 
ship was seriously damaged ho sent up 
rockets and burned blue-ligkts. The 
wind had increased to a howling tempest 
by this time; but assistanoe was sout from 
the men of war Opal and Bocket in the 
form of men and boats. Captain Gaudin, 
with rare presence of mind and good sea- 
manship, so soon as ho found the shij} 
leaking badly, headed her forthe Lagoon, 
the ontrauco of which ho gained before 
the vessel struck on thoshiiiely bottom 
of Lagoou Spit, where tho lay last 
evening, stern ou, half full of water, and 
slightly keeled over towards the shore. 
About daylight the crew were sot to cut 
away tho rigging; but desisted when it 
was found that thero was no immediate 
prospect of the vessel going !o ijiecos. 
Tho terrible gale that raged all yesterday 
prevented any effective steps being taken 
to relieve the distressed ship, which is 
exposed to the full sweep of the wind as 
it draws in through tho mouth ofEsqui 
malt liarbor. Wo understood last night 
that she did not thump heavily, being 
held in her place by the soft shinglo on 
which she rested. At tho hour of writing 
it is thought that tho ship will prove a 
t0t.1l wreck and that much of her cargo 
will be lost. The Lady Lampeou 
has a tonnage of il3, U a com- 
paratively new vessel, having made 
her first voyage to this port in 18G8, 
nnder Captain Gaudin'a command. She 
is classed A 1 at Lloyds, is owned by the 
Hudson Bay Company, and worth from 
£30,000 to £35,000 on which there is an 
insurance. Fortunately, she was not 
more than half-full of cargo and the loss 
on that account will not exceed 8150,000, 
mostly covered by insurance. Tho cargo 
consists of clothing, liquors, Imperial 
Government stores, shot and shell, etc.

The following article from J. Q. 
Holland, editor of "Scribner's Month- 
ly,'' is recommended to the careful 
perusal of every young man: 

To the young men, annually making 
their entrance upon active life, with 
great ambitions, conscious capacities 
and high hopes, the prospect is, in 
ninety-uino cases in a hundred, most 
perplexing. Thoy see every avenue 
to prosperity thronged with their su- 
periors in experience, in social advan- 
tages, and in the possession of all tbo 
elements and conditions of success. 
Every post is occupied, every office 
filled, every path crowded. Where 
shall thoy find room ? It is related of 
Mr. Webster that when a young law- 
yer suggested to him that the profes- 
sion to which be bad devoted himself 
was ov^ercrowded, the great man re- 
plied: ^•TTbung man, there is always 
room enough at the top." Never was 
a wiser or more suggestive word said. 
There undoubtedly is always room 
enough '-wbere^ excellence lives. Mr. 
'Webster \vas~iiot troubled for lack of 
room. Mr. Clay and Mr. Calhoun 
were never crowded. Mr. Evarts, Mr. 
Gushing aud Mr. O'Conor have plenty 
of space around them. 

The first years of every man's busi- 
ness or professional life are years of 
education. They ore intended to be 
in the order of nature aud Provitlouce. 
Doors do not open to a man until be 
is prepared to enter thoui. Tho man 
without a wedding garment may get 
in surreptitiously, but he immediately 
goes out with a ilea in his ear. We 
think it is tbo experience of most suc- 
cessful men who havo watched the 
coarse of their lives in retrospect, that 
whenever they arrived nta point where 
they wore thoroughly prepared to go 
up higher, the door to a hif/ber place 
has swung back of itself and they have 
beard the call to enter. The old die, 
or voluntarily retire for rest.

One can fancy, 
for illustratiou, that every ])roi'eKsioii 
and every cidling is j)yrftiuidal in its 
living constituency, and that while 
only on^ man is at top, there are sev- 
eral tiers of men below him who have 
plenty of elbow room, and it is only at 
tho base that men am so thick that 
thoy pick tho meat out of one another's 
teeth to keep tbcm from starving. If 
a man has no power to get out of tbe 
rabble at the bottom, then he is self- 
convicted of having chosen a calling 
or profession to whoso duties ho has no 
adaptation. 

Tbo grand mislaico tliat young men 
make during tho first ten years of their 
business and professional life is in 
idly woiting for their chance. Thoy 
seem to forget, or they do not know, 
that during those ton years thoy onjoy 
tbo only leisure thoy will over have, 
After ton years, in tbo natural course 
of things, Iboy will bo absorbingly 
busy. Tbere will then be uo time for 
reading, culture and study. If thoy 
do not become thoroughly grounded 
in the principles and practical details 
of their profession during tboso yoiirs, 
if thoy do not store tbeir minds with 
useful knowlodgo, if thoy do not pur- 
sue habits of roudiug and obsorvatinn, 
and social intercourse, which result in 
culture, the question whether they will 
over rise to occupy a place whore there 
is room enough for them will bo de- 
cided ill tbo niigalivo, 

Tho young piiysicians and young 
lawyers wbo sit idly in tlioir oflices, 
and smoke and loungo away tho time, 
"waiting for something to turn up," 
are by that cautso fastening tboiuselvos 
for life to tbe lower Blraliiin, wbtno 
their struggle for a baro livelihood is 
to bo perpulual. Tho liist ton 
years are golden years that should bo 



filled with systematic reading and ob- 
servation. Everything that tends to 
professional and personal excellence 
should bo an object of daily pursuit. 
To such men the doors of success open 
of themselvos at last. Work seeks the 
best hands, as naturally as water runs 
down bill; aiid it never seeks the hands 
of a trifler, or of one whoso only re 
commendation for work is that he 
needs it. 

In tho realm of eminent acquire- 
ments and eminent integrity there is 
always room enough. 'Let no young 
man of industry and honesty despair 
because hia profession or calling is 
crowded. Let him always remember 
that there is room enough at the top, 
and that the question whether he is 
ever to reach the top, or rise above 
the crowd at the base of the pyramid, 
will be decided by tho way in which he 
improves tbe first ten years of his ac- 
tive life in securing to himself a thor 
ougb knowledge of bis piofession aud 
a sound, moral and intellectual culture. 

Wonderfully Rich Mme in New Zea* 
land. 

Tho mail delivered during the week 
brings intelligence of one of tho greatest 
discoveries yet made in the province. 
Tho discovery is ut the Moanatairi mine, 
in the Thames gold field, uot a great dis- 
tance from tho celebrated "Caledonia" 
mine, which in two years returned half a 
million sterling from a depth of 50 fms. 
Tho Moanatairi mine was productive to a 
depth of about 200 feet, when the lode 
became very poor. Tho company, never- 
theless, decided to carry on operations, 
although at a great loss; and after work- 
ing for over two years, struck tho lode 
again nearly 100 feet deeper, when it was 
found to be from 8 to 10 feet wide, and 
almost solid gold. The returns since have 
been enormous — for tbo fortnight ending 
March 3d, 700 ozs. ; ending March 17th, 
4,913 ozs.; March 31st, 16,662 ozs., making 
a total of 22,284 oz3., of tho value of £70,- 
000. Tho yield of tho last week of the 
above returns was 10,298 ozs., and the 
piofit for the fortnight reached the amaz- 
ing sum of £43,000. Tho fortunate share- 
holders have received iu little over a 
fortnight over £60,000, being £40 lOs per 
share. The last report says: "The pres- 
ent adpect of the mine warrants the pre- 
diction that tho returns from tho present 
level will continue splendid, to say noth- 
ing of the block underfbot, which, ao- 
cjrding to all precedent, should not only 
equal but exceed tbo block now worked. 
Tbo lioiglit of the present block is 80 ft., 
by any number of feet in a southwesterly 
direction. This is another inatauco of the 
success attending perserving efforts in 
mining, and should act as encouragement 
to sl aveholders m other concerns, and 
warn them against the folly of letting 
their property bo sacrificed when a sus- 
tained and united ofi'ort would, in the ma- 
jority of instances, oflfect u great success. 
— London Mininff journal. 

Economy.

The egg 
laid to-day coi-ta a little moro than one 
Liid last week. Values are nicely esti- 
mated, aud tho smallest surplus ia care- 
fully saved. A thousand little economies 
are practised, and it is respectable to 
practice them. Cooking is an economical 
as well as sanitary and gustatory science. 
A French cook will make a franc go as 
far as an Amoricau housewife will mako 
three. We should probably be greatly 
astonished could the computation bo 
lUiiile, how m'uoh-;^of:- the ; financial, reou- 
Ijerutive powers of France is owing to her 
soups and cheap foods — better living, 
lifter all, than tho In avy broad and fail- 
ures goucrully of our culinary ignorance.
